All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In order to overcome the Halbert reference, it was agreed that the 
attorney only needs to make a statement (doesn't have to be an affidavit) that at the time the invention was made the 
application was "subject to an obligation of assignment" to Mercata. This language is from MPEP 706.02(L)(2), section 
II. 

The language, "subject to an obligation of assignment" would reflect the employment agreement and fill the present 
time gap. This phrase is missing from applicant's original statement of common ownership in the After Final remarks of 
2/1 7/06 and is not reflected in the actual assignment document either. 

It was also agreed that the applicant would file a petition to revive the application from abandonment. 
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
